If He Is the Right Kind of = Man Ue 
Can Do Weil Aaywere. 

“What some of your funny men on 
metropolitan newspapers would do 
without the country editor to crack a. 
joke on occasionally, when tbeir think- 
tanks have rundry, Ido not know,” said 
the proprietor, editor, dranratic critic, 
news reporter, business m*noyer. fore- 
man of the composing room of a thriv- 
ing weekly sheet published ina town 
adjoining New York, wiiis he was ons 
visit to the city the other day. toa New 
York Tritane writer. “When we ere 
thinking of the famous city newspapers 
and the rast influcnecs they exert, we are 
apt to underestimate tne importinet 
place oceupied by the country Hews- 
papers. More people redid them than 
you would suppose. Right here in your 
city I have seen busy mon, men of af- 
fairs, leading politicians, millionaire 
merchants and railway magnates re- 
ceive their mail in the busiest hours of 
the day, and stop two or thr minutes 
to pick out, un.»ld and glance over the 
columns of the little newspapers pub- 
lished in their native towns. Every 
name there is familiar tothem. Every 
thine that goes on in those httie ham- 
lets interests them. . Then the rush of 
business sweeps along again and the 
little paper is thrust into an inside 
pocket to be read from head'ine to the 
last advertisement at the >t half 
hour of Icisure. 

“Then the residents of the aountr’ 
towns want their local pan rs for othe. 
reasons. It is truce that many a country 
editor fills his sheet with suc! items as: 
‘Postmaster Stickem has shaved off his 
roatee,’-and wonders that his paper is 
despised and nericcted, when all the 
time several thousand people would be 
tlad to see something rvally valuable 
from bis pen. 
takes hold of it his personality is soon 
felt, recognized and welcomed. The 
ficld does not seem, on the surface, to 
be an inviting one, and for that reason 
many a bright young nowspaper-man is 
swallowed up, unknown, in the bi, 
cities, who might be ashining light in 
asmallercommunity. Naturally. when 
an ambitious young fellow leaves col- 
lege to enter the ranks of newspaper 
workers he seeks a connéction with one 
of the mighty papers of the land. He 


feels the power within him which will | 


speedily set all wrongs right and open 
tho eyes.of all men to their best inter- 
ests. Itdocs not take long to get al) 
this knocked out of him, and unless he 
possesses unusual ability, not only 
above, but far above the average, he 
soon acquires the habit of regarding 
newspaper work as a mere means of 
earning so many dollars a week. 

‘‘e secs that he is dvomed to obseu- 
rity in the city; that he is a mere part of 
the machine. He helps to turn out an 
admirable paper, it is truc, but no uredit 
comes to him from it. So he frets or he 
submits. If he frets, there is hope for 
him in the country. Let him take hold 
in a town of 5,000 people,say. Ifhe has 
capital to start a paper for himself, so 
much the better. If not, let him do 
some food work on the paper alrea‘ly 
established there and it will be quickly 
recornized. Let lim maxe acquaintan- 
eos with discretion. It will not be neec- 
essary for him to bang around the 
liquor stores discussing with every 
idler about the tariff. When he is able 
to make a close estimate of what it will 
cost him to establish a paper, and can 
argue his case in aconvincing way, ict 
him appreach some man with money, 
or who can control money, and 
who can. be. inspired with confidence 
in the would-be editor's plans. 

“Then when heis started, let him 
take pains to find out -what the people 
are thinking and talking about and 
beat that other fellow who is covering 
the same ficld for some citydaily. Peo- 
ple in the country have minds just as 
well as those living in the city, and tne 
live, breezy, newsy country journals cx- 
ceed in circulation the (ull ones, just as 
they doin the city. If a man has in- 
dividuality, here be can letitrun..
